WASHINGTON (AP) — 
A Soviet medium jet bom¬ 
ber crashed In the Norwe¬ 
gian Sea Saturday shortly 
after making a low pass 
close to a U.S. aircraft car¬ 
rier, the defence depart¬ 
ment announced. 

No survivors-were found and 
parts of three bodies were 
recovered, a spokeemar added. 

The defence department said 
the anti-submArine carrier 
Essex reported that U.S. naval 
vessels ana aircraft "in no way 
threatened toe Soviet aircraft at 
any time or in any way prior to 
the crash.’* 

CREW or SEVEN 

Tns plane which went into the 
sea about 300 miles off the west 
coast of Norway was reported to 
be a TUT* Badger, an elderly 
medium lumber which normally 
carries a crew of seven.

A DRASTIC new effort to bring Britain’s trading 
Into balance following the devaluation of the 
pound has been made by the Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer. He has ordered the banks to keep loans to ; 
customers for payment of imports to within 4 per cent ' 
of the amount outstanding last November. 

Loans will be taboo for credit purchasing of many 
manufactured imported goods, including automobiles, 
and the chances of anyone getting money to finance 
holidays abroad is said to be extremely remote. 

On the other hand, banks will be encouraged to 
make loans to firms which require them far exporting 
purposes. 

Despite assurances by the British government’s 
various pubfc relations departments that the British 
position has improved since devaluation, the figures 
so far presented by the Board of Trade have not been 
so reassuring. The balance is still very much running 
against Britain, and it hag been obvious that tough 
measures to hold the line on imports were needed. 

The British Government to its credit, fought 
against devaluation of the pound as hard as it could, 
because it did not believe that this, at best, was more 
than a temporary palliative, and since then it has 
made various moves to increase exports that have wily 
been partially successful The clamp on credit for 
foreign buying it a much tougher measure, and upon 
Its success or failure the future of the government will 
hang. 

The measure will be an extremely unpopular one, 
particularly among the mass of people who in recent 
years have spent their holidays in Continental Europe 
and elsewhere. 

It is also perhaps a needed sequel to Prime Min¬ 
ister Wilson’s equally important measure to control 
wages and prices. 

How Canada and other countries will fare in their 
trading with Britain under the new restrictions is not 
yet clear, but in most cases Canada is supplying Britain 
with the essentials of life, and here the financing ar¬ 
rangements are wefl established and If they keep 
within 4 per cent of the pre-devaluation level it is to 
be expected that Canadian trading will continue. It is 
to be noted of course that the 4 per cent increase limit 
does not equal the 14 per cent drop in the exchange 
value of sterling. 


What Next? 

r IS BECOMING somewhat evident that Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau’s main task in stumping 
the country is to deliberately repudiate a good many 
of the policies initiated by his predecessor in office, 
former Prime Minister Lester Pearson. 

Having already denounced Canada's role as a pro¬ 
vider of peace task forces for the United Nations — an 
International function most dear to the heart of Mr. 
Pearson—Mr. Trudeau now openly disowns Mr. Pear¬ 
son’s policy of arming Canada with nuclear weapons, 
which, as most voters will recall,, was an Issue upon 
which Mr. Pearson fought and won the 1963 eJectkw. 

Not only does Mr. Trudeau attack the fact itself 
but challenges Mr. Pearson’s often expressed view that 
the procuring of nualear arms for Canada's armed 
forces was a moral obligation. 

Mr. Trudeau frankly states that in his opinion 
there is nothing moral or immoral about the matter. 
Nor, he says, is tt technologically necessary to have 
nuclear missiles on Canadian soil. Any protective 
armament of this kind could be based in the United 
States, Canada’s NORAD ally.

The new national testing 

service is being readied by a 
tinlvin itiea organization 
called SACU — Service for 
Admission to College and 
University.

In the fall of 1966 ( , tor 
example, B .C .’s education 
minister Leslie Peterson an¬ 
nounced a reduction in Grade 
12 finals to those .courses 
which the student has chosen 
himself — electives. Marks 
made during the year in 


school count for half the final 
government mark, which 
means the teacher now has a 
greater professional role. 

This trend, if followed 
across Canada, will simul¬ 
taneously bring greater flexi¬ 
bility to the high schools and 
create standards varying even 
more widely than at present.

There is no point in trying 
to return to the past and 
standardize; the trend to 
creativity and variety Is run¬ 
ning strong. 

So how will universities 
know wbat they are getting, 
and who should be ^legible for 
what? 

SACU is now preparing a 


battery of 20 tests. The 
project initially is estimated 
to cost 5500,000. 

SACU, at the moment, is 
less than dear in its inten¬ 
tions for the tests. One 
announcement says:

“It has never been sug¬ 
gested that these tests should 
replace existing entrance 
standards or be used as rigid 
single evaluation instruments; 
rather they are intended to 
provide an additional measur¬ 
ing device common to all 
Canadian or foreign appli¬ 
cants in a given year, and 
which will be interpreted by 
the colleges and universities 
in the way most suitable to 
their individual require¬ 
ments."

However, another release 
describes the battery of SACU 
tests as "one criterion for 
admission to universities and 
colleges across Canada.” 

It remains to be seen 
whether, the high schools, 
having shaken free of teach¬ 
ing to a set erf provincial 
exams, will fail subject to a 
national set of exams.

disaster became known to die 
public in Nov. 1961, there has 
been intense Interest in the 
story of thalidomide. 

That tragic story has often 
been told, And eaoh learns 
what he can from lb But are 
there other, more practical 
lessons to be learned? How 
could educated men, doctors 
and scientists, make such a 
terrible mistake, and, having 
made It, refuse to admit it? 
Here at least, from authentic 
documents is the full story at 
what happened. 


Old Family 

The Oran of Chemir Gnmen- 
tfaal has its headquarters ki 
the little town of Stolberg, 
near the Belgian border. 

Gnmenthal was set up after 
the Second World War. I thas 
an off-rtxmt of an old family 
firm bfclled Dritt-Werke, 
Maurer and Wirt*, which 
makes ssspe, detergents, and 
coesnetfc* in Aachen. The head 
of toe new Arm was Her¬ 
mann Wilts, s member of toe 
family. 

In Jify, 1946, toe company 
took an, as head of its 
research lab, a thirty-two-year- 
old called Dr. Heinrich Muck- 
tor. Muckier had qualified 
both as a chemist end as a 
doctor before the war. During 
tie war be was a senior 
doctor it the institute for 
typhus end virus research at 
Cracow, i in Mend, which 
came under toe German 
Army High Command. 


Ten Death* 

According to evidence pre¬ 
sented of the Nuremberg Nazi 
doctopa* trial, tola institute 
prodded serum out of the 
Intestines of mice which was 
used to Inoculate thirty-one 
human gnes pigs taken from 
among Ibe p ri s o n ers at the 
infamous Buchenwsid concen¬ 
tration ‘comp. Ten of the 
prisoners died 'em a nuutt of 
being given toe virus. 

Muckter's precise role at 
the hwtihte Is not dear. The 
Polish asthoritJeb merely say: 
“Muckter was loysl to Ws' 
German superiors but com¬ 
mitted no criminal note 
against the Polish popula¬ 
tion. ™ 


Self-Made Men 

Apart from Wlrtz and MueE- 
ter, the moot important of 
the o th e r executives at Grun- 
entaiBl were self-made men: 
Jacob 'Chauvistre, who bad 
started wifi DaH-Werke 
straight \ from school and 
worked Bb way up to Jsfa* 
managing director; Hermann 
Leufgem, toe other Joint 
managing d ir e c tor, who had 
also worked bis wsy up from 
a commetrial apprenticeship, 
and Klaus Wkisndi, toe sales 
manager, who had worked for 
Ddl-WeTfor before the war, 
and bad been a prisoner of 
war. AS she are among toe 
nine whdwfll be in the dock. 

TbeHfanlde was d is covered 
by accident. In the spring of 
3964 MDeleter was taking tor 
an effective diuretic: working 
with a substance called car¬ 
bonic anfay dr es e. (A diuretic 
Is a drug that reduces body 
fluids and fterefoc* obesity. 
Since obesity and associated 


heart disease was becoming a 
big mediceu problem to the 
West it was expected to be a 
good seller.) 

To arrive at the final 
chemical, Muckter and his 
two assistants. Dr. Herbert 
Keller and Dr. Wilhelm Kunz, 
had to gp through a number 
of different stages, each of 
which yielded a by-product 
As a master of routine they 
tested the by-products for 
pharmacological action. One 
of them looked promising. It 
was a piperidine compound of 
giUtamine. Its chemical name 
was phthaiimldoglutarimide. 
R was wnlte and tasteless and 
it crystallized Into fine 
needles. They labelled it K17. 
It became known internation¬ 
ally as thalidomide. 

Pill Boom 

Muckter was a good enough 
chemist to Marject from its 
motaxtisr structure that Kl? 
could have a sedative action. 
He was &Uo a shrewd busi¬ 
nessman; shrewd enough to 
have a contract which gave 
him 1 per cent of Ounro- 
thal's turnover as a bonus 
over and above his salary, 
and shrewd enough to see that 
in K17 Gnmenthal could be an 
to a good thing. 

The sleeping pS boom that 
has been a phenomenon of 
modem western civilization 
was already wed under way. 

Muckter's work changed 
gear. KL7 became the focus of 
his research program. In toe 
first weeks of 1955 his team 
began phamwootogioal and 
toxicological testa on animals, 
mainly on rodents. The results 
of the testa on animals were 
summarized in a paper by 
Kunz, KeBer end Muckter 
published in 1956- 

The extraordinary thing 
about their findings was not 


that K17 had a sedative 
action—they had suspected 
this—but that it apparently 
had no dot toxslis 50, the fatal 
dose that klls half the 
laboratory animals in an 
experiment In otheT works It 
appeared that thalidomide 
was incredibly harmless, even 
when taken in large doses. It 
could not kill. This was a vital 
finding. It was to be the basis 
of Grunenthal's advertising 
for toe next five or six years, 
and was one of toe main 
reasons why the use of 
fhittidomlde became so wide¬ 
spread. But how good were 
the tests? 

Critical Report 

In 1965 scientists at the 
University of Stockholm were 
asked to analyse the German 
report. They made the follow¬ 
ing points: 

“The number of animal 
experiments in toe toxicity 
teats was far too small; that 
because of this, a low fre¬ 
quency of side effects oould 
not be detected, though these 
are important for a sedative 
like thalidomide and very 
necessary if toe substance is 
to be declared unpoisonous. 
The conventional toxicological 
and pharmacological tests are 
most unsatisfactory. Kunz 
Keller and Muckter openly 
tried to hoodwink the reader 
by creating a false impression 
of the scope of their tests.” 

No Qualms 

The prosecutor puts it like 
this: "This sales talk ignored 
the fact — universally recog¬ 
nized in pharmacology ,., 
that no amount of experiments 
conducted an any amount of 
animals .. .» can entitle a 
manufacturer to speak of 
guaranteed non-toxicity and 
harmleamess for human be¬ 
ings." 

Gnmenthal had no qualms. 
They went ahead with clinical 
trials. The preliminary results

of the effect of toaBdomide on 
human beings were given at a 
"t h a 1 idomide symposium” 
held in the Gnmenthal factory 
on Dec. 16, 1955. The nine 
doctors Gnmenthal had re¬ 
cruited for the tests included 
dermatologists, psychiatrists 
and neurologists. Their ver¬ 
dict was hardly overwhelm¬ 
ingly favorable. Four were in 
favor of the drug, four had 
mixed reactions and one was 
decisively against it 

The main report in favor 
was by Dr. Hermann Jung, a 
part-time Gnmenthal em¬ 
ployee earning about 200 DM 
a month ($40.80) as a routine 
tester. Early in 1955 in a 
clinio in Cologne he gave K17 
to 20 patients, mostly tubercu¬ 
lar, for four weeks. 

Later Test* 

On the basis of these trials 
he reported at the beginning 
of June that toe drug was 
ready to be marketed. He 
went on experimenting how¬ 
ever and in later tests found 
that K17 produced dizziness, 
constipation and a drop Jn 
temperature, shivering and a 
buzzing in toe ears. But, 
undeterred, Jung told toe 
thalidomide symposium i n 
December! 

“We have in Kt7 a sub¬ 
stance which at the correct 
dose level has no undesirable 
side effects. I believe that K17 
is a satisfactory drug, and 
that with the necessary pro¬ 
paganda it will succeed in the 
pharmaceutical market” 

So further trials followed. 
Again K17 was sent out to 
specialists. Two replied favor¬ 
ably but any satisfaction this 
might have given Gnmenthal 
was shattered by a critical 


report from Dr. Ferdinand 
Piacenza, the doctor in charge 
of the Wasach sanatorium 
near Oberstdarf. Dr. Piacenza 
said he had been forced to 
break off tests with thalido¬ 
mide because of "absolute 
none-toleration." He described 
various side effects including, 
significantly, symptom of 
what he considered to be 
allergic reaction. 

High Dose 

Muckter replied on behalf of 
Grunanthal: "We have never 
had such a negative report as 
yours." He blamed too high a 
dose for the reactions in 
Piacenza's patients — “K17 is 
such a.strong sedative that in 
general small doses are suffi¬ 
cient" — and dismissed Pia¬ 
cenza’s suggestion that R17 
was an allergy-producing sub¬ 
stance. "The oily explanation 
left is that (the reactions) am 


a disturbance in tot nervous 
system, following too high a 
dosage over a long period of 
time.” 

This remark of Muckter’s is 
significant on two counts — It 
shows that he was aware that 
K17 could affect the nervous 
system and that there was a 
point at which dosage beoame 
too high. 

Thalidomide’s prospects at 
this stage were not good. In 
the three yean sinoe the drug 
had been discovered, testing 
had been sporadic. Yet, on 
Sept. 2, 1957, at a meeting 
between Muckter, Wfaiandi 
and managing director Chau¬ 
vistre, it was decided to put 
Thalidomide on the market.

The French defence ministry announced Saturday it la 
setting up a military airline service to carry civilian pas- 
eengers between Paris and New York and some European 
cities to rtplaoa strikebound Afar Franc*. 

With all air traffic at Orly and Le Bourget airport* halted 
by tht nationwide strike, the ministry said the French air 
foree will operate Boeing C-135Fs, which are the military 
versions of the Boeing 707 jet airliner. The planes can be 
converted to cany 120 to 140 pumt**t8. 

Hm flights will be open to anyone for a regular com¬ 
mercial fare, the ministry said. Many foreign airlines have 
transferred operations to Brussels, Belgium or Geneva, 
Switzerland, and take pasaengera to those cities by bus. 
L an di n g* and departures from Nice airport fa France were 
almost normal. 

Meanwhile, France’s misfortune is Belgium's boon. 
Brussels and Antwo? were throbbing Saturday with tourism 
and oommeroe and with the ring of cash that ordinarily 
would be spent beyond its borders. 

Even the Belgian Air Force got busy. It sent four planes 
to the French shrine at Lourdes to bring out 120 sick and 
invalid pQfrima blocked by the strikes fa France. 

At Bruasala airport, the number of daily flights soared 
50 per cent. Planes that would have gone to Paris woe de¬ 
toured So the B e lg i an capital. Antwerp’s docks were hum¬ 
ming.

Twenty reporters try to 
follow Rockefeller into the 
suite. 

Reagan, alter shoving them 
all out, says, "What were

‘*1 have no idea,” Rocke¬ 
feller says. ”1 thought they 
were with your party." 

“There’s nobody from my 
party.” 


"Well, it certainly was a 
surprise to me when I saw 
them all standing there, 
Ronnie. I was hoping to Just 
sneak up here end say hello. 
You can imagine my surprise 
when I heard you were in the 
same hotel as I was.” 

‘Til bet,” Reagan says. 
"Look, Rocky, I’m an avowed 
nan-avowed presidential can¬ 
didate and it doesn’t look good 
for me to be meeting with 
you. Some people might get 
suspicious and think we were 
trying to make a deal.”

I said of a certain man who 
has been much in the public 
eye lately, “He seems a little 
crazy to me,” and I was 
jumped on by partisans of his 
viewpoint "That’s because 
you disagree with him,” they 
protested.

Most people can’t under¬ 
stand this. They think if you 
agree with a man, be must 
neoesmrfly be sane and ra¬ 
tional; and if you think him 
Irrational, it must be because 
you are prejudiced against his 
Views. 

We seem incapable of sep¬ 
arating men from their ideas, 
or even from discriminating 
amotig the different ideas held 
by the same man. We seem to 
feel that a man must be 
accepted or rejected in to to, 


along with his ideas •— BUT 
this attitude only makes for 
difficulties and frustrations, 
and is sadly unrealistic.

To take a case dose to my 
own heart, I have always been 
a great admirer of the late G. 
K. Chesterton, both as a 
brilliant writer and as an 
incisive thinker. His biography 
of SL Thomas, for Instance, 
cornea closer to the heart of 
the man than any dozen 
tomes written by profound 
theologians. 

But Chesterton had several 
blind spots and bitter biases. 
He didn’t like Jews, he 
dismissed psychoanalysts as 
an outright fraud, and he 
espoused a cockeyed economic 
system called "Distributism." 
On these three matters, in my 
opinion, be was irrational and 
ignorant 

* * * 

Nevertheless, the bulk of bis 
work is richly rewarding, and 
I am grateful for that. It la 
not necessary, or even desir¬ 
able, for me to agree with 
everything he thought or 
wrote, and I wotid be doing 


myself a disservice if I 
rejected his work because of 
elements that repulse me. 

“An idea," Dan Marquis 
once said, "isn't responsible 
for who believes In it.” Many 
people don’t understand that. 
If the Communists believe 
something, it Is not necessary 
for me to disbelieve, it, simply 
because I disagree with com¬ 
munism. Some of Marx's 
criticisms were very aoute, 
a*!-some were nonsense; it is 
Uf to me to separate the two. 

* * a 

Likewise, merely because a 
man voices a point of view I 
agree with, I do not have to 
regard him as either sane or 
sincere. There are dema¬ 
gogues on my side as well as 
on the other side; and a crazy 
man on my side can do it 
more harm, ultimately, than 
its enemies can. 

“Discrimination” may be a 
bad word in sociology; it is an 
indispensible word in thinking 
— for the art of thinking, as 
Aquinas tells us, is nothing 
more or less than "separ¬ 
ating" sod “combining" ideas 
and the men who hold them.

PULLING RHUBARB (W.S., 
Nanaimo) — Rhubarb stalks should 
never be cut with a knife, as this leaves 
a stub of stem which will die back and 
possibly carry a rot disease into the 
crown of the plant. 


Instead, grasp the stalk low down 
and give a twisting Jerk; it should part 
cleanly from the crown leaving no stub. 

Never pull aH the stalks from any 
one plant — allow at least half the 
leaves to remain, to plump up the roots 
for future croppping. You’ll have bigger 
and healthier plants, too, if you pull no 
stalks at all after the end of June. Old 
rotted manure is the best food for 
rhubarb, simple spread on the surface 
over the rooting area in the autumn and 
topped up nnnuaBy with more of the 
same. There is no need to dig it in.

WET LAWN (E.J., Ootwood) _ Hie 
wetness and sponginess of your lawn h 
probably because the soil is heavy and 
the drainage poor. Drainage with 
expensive tile drains is the only 
permanent cure for such a condition, 
but you could make at least a 
temporary improvement by forking it 
well, either with a proper hoflow-ttoed 
aerating fork which removes cores of 
soil, or with an ordinary digging fork. 

Pun clj holes in the sod by pushing 
the tines of the fork straight down to a 


depth of six inches, then widdle the 
handle to enlarge the holes. The holes 
should be spaced about six inches apart 
over the whole at the soggy area. 

When aerating is completed, apply a 
top dressing of coarse sand, working it 
into the boles with an old stiff broom. 
Never use a lawn roller on suah a 
sodden lawn.

HORSE RADISH TROUBLES (M.W., 
Victoria) — Horse radish is very 
invasive and It is difficult to eradicate 
once It escapes from cultivation. I 
suggest you wet or spray its leaves with 
BrushkOI, diluted according to the 
directions on the label. 

This will kill the leaves and weaken 
the fleshy roots, although it isn’t likely 
that only one treatment win destroy 
them. 

If and when new leaVes appear, hit 
them again aa soon as they have 
reached normal size, again using the 
Brushkill solutin. By keeping ever¬ 
lastingly after them in this way, the 
roots wfll probably give up the ghost by 
autumn, and the site can be replanted 
safely by next spring.

MOSCOW (CP) — Tbe Soviet 
Union Saturday charged that a 
Canadian diplomat it said was 
working tor United State* intel¬ 
ligence collected detailed espio¬ 
nage information a* he and his ; 
wife travelled across Siberia in 
a train. 

The Soviet version of the ex¬ 
pulsion of Lt-CoL John^fc Wat¬ 
son, military attache at the Ca¬ 
nadian embassy in Moscow, was 
published by the government's 
newspaper Izvestia. It charged 
the Canadian was photograph¬ 
ing an airfield and making 
notea about it. 


The Canadian government lias 
Vigorously protested the Soviet 
action, denied tbe charges, and 
accused Soviet officials of using 
physical violence against Col, 
Watson and his wife on the train 
May 11. 

In retaliation it has ordered 
the expulsion of Lt-Ool. V. S. 
Didenko, Russian military at¬ 
tache in Ottawa. 

First disclosure of Col. Wat- 
aon’s expulsion came in a state¬ 
ment in Ottawa Friday. The 
statement said the Soviet 
charges were a “frameup" and 
that a stiff note of protest was 
presented hie Russian ambassa¬ 
dor. 


Watson, meanwhile, was re¬ 
ported to have left Russia and 
staying with relatives in Lon¬ 
don. 

A month ago Watson, an 
RCAF career officer who Joined 
the Moscow embassy last July, 
was accused by the Soviet 
Union of photographing a 
military Installation at Lenin¬ 
grad with a group of American 
officers. The charge was denied 


by the Canadian government 
On the latest charge Izvestla! 
said Watson filled several pages 
of notebooks with maps and 
notes of the area in Siberia. The 
newspaper published photo¬ 
graphs of the alleged notes.

The newspaper said Watson 
•aid he was only taking pictures 
of the countryside. But he ac¬ 
tually was interested in an en¬ 
ergy plant, "the number of air* 
planes on the airfield and even

The Izvestla version said (hat 
a sleeping car porter entered 
the Watson’s compartment to 
collect the bedding and saw 
Watson photographing an air¬ 
field.

In answer, Watson tried to 
push the porter out of the com¬ 
partment. Passengers standing 
In the corridor became indig¬

The University of Victoria will need $30,000,- 
000 for construction as its enrolment doubles in-the 
next five years, retiring, president Dr. Malcolm 
Taylor said Saturday. 

In one of his last public statements as president, 
Dr. Taylor told the spring convocation that the 
university had been coping with “a crippling short¬ 
age" of building funds. 

i Approximately 3,000 guests and participants 
attended the ceremony. It was the first convoca¬ 
tion held in the new Centennial Stadium. 

A total of 437 students received bachelor's 
degrees. Another 11 graduate students became the 
first group* to receive master’s degrees from the 
university. 


Dr. Taylor reminded the assembly that enrol¬ 
ment had increased from 2,085 when he took office 
in 1963, to 4,075 last winter. An additional 800 are 
expected next fall 

"The enrolment is now five years ahead of the 
estimate made in the Macdpnald Report on Higher 
Education ih‘ January, 1963,” he said. , 

“New estimates Indicate a total of approxi¬ 
mately 10,500 (students) in 1975." 

Dr. Taylor said the Island and the province 
could be proud of the campus today, 

"I should like to add that it has been accom¬ 
plished despite ! serious shortage of operating funds 
and a cripptag shortage of capital funds, demon- 
atrated by the fact that we received only 16 per 
cent of tha Three Universities Capital Fund drive 
and only 11 per cent of the government’s five-year 
capital grant allocation."

Victoria teenagers have been given the oppor¬ 
tunity to either produce some results or “stop their 
squawking 1 ' by local Lighthouse philosopher Bill 
Scott 

Mr. Scott has .made available to the Victoria 
Ycuth Council a property of his on Car-berry Gar¬ 
dens, once the site of an early Victoria mansion, 
Erin Hall. 

“Young people have wanted to express them¬ 
selves In Victoria, to do something, to build some¬ 
thing beautiful," said Mr. Scott. 

“This is their chance. The Victoria Youth 
Council have an unparalleled opportunity to either 
put up or shut up.” 

Members of the Youth Council plan to polish 


up the appearance of the large lot and eventually 
make it into a garden for the use of Victoria teen¬ 
agers. They hope to make a duck pond and perhaps 
start a bird sanctuary. 

There is a special significance in the site of this 
activity, says Mr. Scott. 

★ * * 

Erin Hall was built by chain gangs consisting 
of young sailors who were being punished for 
drunkenness and jumping ship, and who were about 
the same age as the Youth Council members. 

The same chain gangs helped to build Bastion 
Square, in which teenagers were recently forbidden 
to congregate. 


“These young sailors had problems similar to 
those of today’s young people,’’ said Mr. Scott. 

"They had no place to go except bars and 
taverns and boarding houses. They couldn’t find a 
solution, but their elders found one by impressing 
them in chain gangs. 

“Today if teenagers go to taverns or beer par¬ 
lors it’s a criminal offence. It is also an offence to 
assemble in our public squares.” 

“Fve offered them an opportunity to prove 
their mettle, both historically and aesthetically, by 
being volunteer chain gang workers.” 

The Victoria Youth Council project is getting 
help and encouragement from professional people 
such as Victoria architect Peter Cotton.

At present the youth centre 
Is little more than a parti¬ 
tioned warehouse atop a long 
flight of stairs at 1408 Broad, 
but It has a pop machine, a 
cigarette machine, a coffee 
pot and a record player, and . 
It welcomes anyone. 

That last asset is probably 
its most important. 

Theatres Only 

“Yoixig people in Victoria 
have no place to go except 
theatres," said Alan Elfbrd, 
19, a first-year,, university stu¬ 
dent who can take most of the 
credit lor getting the centre 
established. 1 

“With the centre,” he said, 
“we're trying to provide an 
inexpensive alternative to the 
classroom type environment 
of the YMCA. The members 
here can all feel at least some 
degree of control over what 
goes on.” 

Those who pay the $2 
monthly membership fee are 
free to enter the centre any 
time it is open and do almost 
anything they wish. There are 
a few necessary rules, al¬ 
though the number Is kept to 
an absolute minimum and 
members themselves help to 
enforce them. 

Just to Talk 

Some members play cards 
or guitars, some sing, some 
drink coffee and listen to 
records, but moat just talk. 

A few even paint on the 
walla — that is, on the paper 
covering the walls. 

“We had a very difficult 
time finding a place,’* said 
Mr. EKbrd. “But Pat and 
Jack Minard, the couple who 
are working with me, man¬ 
aged to find this place. 

“There were plenty of spots 
available, but they weren't for 
rent to people like us. Chinese 
seem to be the only decent 
people left in this city, or at 
I least they were the only ones 
willing to give us half a 
chance.” 

Churches Help 

The first two months' rent 
was paid by donations from 
The Bay, First United Church, 
St Andrew's Church, and the 
Hatmted Bookshop, but when 
it runs out. fee centre is an its ’ 
awn. 

"The Company of Yowg 
Canadians has officially pulled 
cut of Victoria, but even if it 
hadn’t, we wouldn't want to 
be controlled by it,”' Mr. 
EUord said. “B we can’t keep 
ourselves going without help, 
we just won’t keep going.” 

The centre has about 45 
members already, although it 
began only two weeks ago, but 
will require at least 100 
members if It is to otxttinue 
operations. 

Open House 

Nan-members pay a small 
fee for using the facilities, but 
until the movement is better 
established, there will be 
several free open-house days, 
such as the one from 11 a.m. 
until 11 p-m. today. 

“A tot of people dtan’t know 
we exist yet, but feere are 
still around 100 people in here 
on weekends," aald Mr. H- 
tord. 

While the insbtuters want to 
be certain the centre doesn’t 
become too organized, the 
members are stowed to use 
fee facilities for things they 
wife to do. A Monday night 
music workfeop is already in 
□rogreas and plans are being 
discussed for art and drama 
workshops as well, but no one 
has to participate in anything. 
“I coma here alt the time. 


hut I’m not interested in 
music, art or drama, so I 
don’t bother with any of those 
things," said one high school 
students. 

“I just like to sit around 
talking,” she said. “It's fine 
now, but I wife more older 
people wo old ‘come so we 
could get a dialogue going 
with our different ideas." 

Most of fee current habitues 
are in the Grade 11 and 12 
age group. “It's understand¬ 
able that moat would be in 
this category," said Mr. El- 
ford. They have the greatest 


need of all for more facilities 
because they have so few at 
present.” 

There are, however, repre¬ 
sentatives from many other 
age groups 

One girl often brings her six- 
year-old sister to the centre. 
“She has a bal," she said. 
“Everyone here plays with 
her.” 

Another about - to-become- 
regular is a 30-year old Wind 
man. “I'm studing to become 
a youth counsellor and really 
enjoy the sessions with the 
Idds here. A centre like this is

The Thalidomide File Diet Fad Shared in Tragedy 


*** 
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LONDON — This week in a 
converted canteen near 
Aachen, nine men will go on 
trial before a German court 
charged with intent to commit 
bodily harm and with involun¬ 
tary manslaughter. 

The trial la expected to last 
two yean. There will be 14 
judges. The prosecution alone 
win produce 352 witnesses. 
The evidence that has been 
taken already naw to 70,000 


pages. There has been nothing 
remotely comparable In Ger¬ 
many, in scale or to emotional 
intensity, since Nuremberg. 

The defendants are the 
owner, six present employees 
and two former employees of 
a firm called Chemie Grunen- 

tftal. 

Few, if any, of the victims 
will be present in oourt. There 
are adults' suffering from 
severe nerve damage, babies 
bom with appalling deformi¬ 
ties. Some of them died. Some 


of them were killed at birth. 
Some, tragically handicapped, 
are still alive. The drug was 
sold under many names. It 
became notorious as thalido¬ 
mide. 

This is what the prosecution 
cate amounts to: 

• That in 1958 the nine 
men in the dock put on sale a 
drug which, even when taken 
according to Instructions, 
caused an unacceptable de¬ 
gree of bodily harm. 


• That they failed to test 
it properly. 

• That they went out of 
their way to advertise it as 
safe when they could give no 
guarantee that It was. 

• That in fact it was so 
very far from safe that it 
caused those who took it to 
itch, shake, sweat, vomit and 
even to lose the power to 
stand upright. 

• That when these reac¬ 
tions were reported to them 


they first systematically 
brushed them aside; that 
some of them lied to doctors 
who questioned them; then — 
when the reports became to 
insistent to be i gnored — did 
all they could to suppress 
them and, with money, to 
induce other doctors to write 
favorable reports. 

• And that this same 
drug, which the sales depart¬ 
ment called “the apple of our 
eye” because it was so 
profitable, caused an epidemic 


of monstrously deformed 
babies. 

All this the nine defendants 
will deny. As far ae the nerve 
damage to adults is con¬ 
cerned, they will maintain 
that they acted promptly and 
responsibly when the danger 
was first brought to their 
attention. As for the deformi¬ 
ties, they will claim that there 
is itfll no proof that thalido¬ 
mide was the cause.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
A Soviet medium jet bom¬ 
ber crashed in the Norwe¬ 
gian Sea Saturday Shortly 
after making a low pass 
close to a U.S. aircraft car¬ 
rier, the defence depart¬ 
ment announced. 

No survivors were found and 
parte of three bodies were 
recovered, a spokesman added. 

The defence department said 
the anti-submarine carrier 
Essex reported that U.S. naval 
vessels and aircraft “In no way 
threatened toe Soviet aircraft at 
any time or Is any way prior to 
the crash." 

CREW or SEVAN 

The plane which went Into the 
aea about 200 miles off the west 
coast at Nomay was reported to 
be a TU-16 Badger, an elderly 
medium bomber which normally 
carries a crew of seven. Mos¬ 
cow had no comment on the 
crash. 

The United States had com¬ 
plained an « number of occas¬ 
ions dating back at least five 
years that Soviet reconnais¬ 
sance bombers. Including Bad¬ 
gers. have flown over U.S. 
naval units in intemattonal 
waters. The announcement said 
the TU-16 was one of a flight of 
two Badgers. 

FOURTH TIME 

“It was making a fourth low 
pass near tin carrier USS 
Essex, which was conducting 
anti-submarine warfare Waiting 
operations,” the announcement 
aakl. 

“On its last pass, the aircraft 
came within approximately 20 : 
yards horizontally oi the Essex 
port quarter at an altitude of 
about 120 feet," it continued. 

BURST OF FLAME 

The department said that, ac¬ 
cording to eye witnesses, toe 
plane was about five miles from 
the Essex and leu than 50 feet 
above the water when it “ap¬ 
peared to suddenly lose power, 
drop the right wing and plunge 
into the water in a burst of 
flame."

PARIS (AP) — Government 
and labor leaders bargained 
into the early morning hours 
todiy without agreeing on a 
formula to lift the strikes 
paralyzing Fiance. Paris stu¬ 
dents, meanwhile, scheduled a 
demonstration for Monday in 
defiance of a government ban 
on public assemblies. 

The capital's Latin Quarter 
was calm Saturday night after 
three nights of Moody dis¬ 
orders that Friday night 
claimed one of the nation's 
two riot deaths.

With eight to ten million 
workers idle after 10 days of 
snowballing strikes and essen¬ 
tial commodities in short 
supply, there were signs that 
toe government was prepared 
to compromise. 


At one point, negotiators 
reported nearing accord on a 


sliding wage scale, a major 
issue. But positions were said 
to have hardened on the 
question of wage Increases. 

As toe talks went into Iheir 
13th hour, king after midnight, 
the French Student Union 
announced plans for a demon¬ 
stration Monday afternoon.

“There is no funda¬ 


mental difference in the

I thought of this the other day 
when 1 spotted among some old 
pictures, the grave, bespectacled 
features of old Chief Moses Peter of 
the Penelakut band an Kuper Island. 
I remember the day, back In the 
thirties, when I took this picture. 

• Const. Don Tweed hope and I had 
landed on the island from the 
Ganges patrol boat, in the oourse of 
some long forgotten investigation. 
First person we met on the clam 
toeU beach was the old chief, and 
while Don went over to the red brick 
school to check on some angle, X 
stayed to chat with the old man. 

^ I had learned years before, when 
out with that old time constable Tom 
O’Connell (who long before that had 
been Nanaimo's first and only police, 
man) that it was policy not to rush 
the conversation with an Indian. Not 
only was it bad form, but tended to 
produce the wrong answers. So pac¬ 
ing my speech to his thinking, I 
learned he was one of the last of 
the islanders to retain his Indian 
name. Da-ala-don, or "Big Good 
Heart." 

Slightly unsure of his age, 
because of no written record, stBl I 
.managed to back track him to the 
time he was a deckhand on one of 
Capt. John Irvine's ships. Which put 
us back in the nineties. Probing for 
bis sa riles t recollection, he told me 
how his father once remarked on the 
number of elk horns they found on 
the Island when, he was a boy. Elk 
on Kuper Island? It figured. Hit 
.father would be' around 15 when, 
In IBM. McMillan travelled through 
what is now Surrey to establish the 
first. Fort Langley, and observed 
more elk than deer. A happy 
clrcumstace for early day Indians 
didn't eat deer meat, because it 
made one forgetful. True they 
clubbed them In the water, and 
ana red them on land, bat only lor 
the hides. 

- Two bands once occupied Kuper, 
the Lamalchi’s and the Penelakuts, 
and prior to meeting the Chief, I 
had read in some 30-year-old gov¬ 
ernment report that the Lamalcfcls 
were on the way out. Not ao. said

the old fellow, pointing to women 
and children sitting on logs behind 
us, and picking out toe Penelakuts 
from the Lamalehis, Just as an 18th 
century Highland chieftain might 
have separated the Frasers from the 
MacLeans at a "gathering." 

If, as I figured, the old man was 
titan over 80, he would be a small 
boy in the days when the marauding 
Penelakuts in their big, bird beaked 
canoes first rubbed shoulders with 
the blooming whites. 

Rubbed in decisive fashion, for 
didn't they give the quarrymen on 
nearby Salt Spring an ultimatum — 
get out or get killed? Which was 
about tile time the land-seeking Mr. 
Marks and his married daughter 
Caroline Harvey were murdered on 
the Sa turns shoreline, and a day or 
two latter another land-seeker toiled 
at Shark Cove between North and 
South Pender. Variation of the pace 
was the massacre of Bella Bella 
tribesmen In Ganges Harbor, but at 
the hands of Cowichana. An event, 
viewed, by the harbor's first settler 
from the harbor's first house. 

The police action that swiftly 
followed, employed the little one 
gun, paddlewhevi warship Forward, 
which essayed an onslaught on the 
robbers' roost at LamalcM Bay on 
Kuper UancL 

When its cannonballs faded to 
demolish the Ind i an s' big log fort, 
the day-long siege was declared a 
draw. Later aft armed landing party, 
led by Supt. Horace Smith of the 
police, rounded up the culprits, who 
were publicly hanged in Victoria’s 
Bastion Square. 

All this passed through my mind 
as I talked with old Chief Moses 
Peter, in fact, later that afternoon, 
be showed me the location of the 
one-time fort. 

H, as we talked, we slipped back 
three-quarters of a century, pretty 
soon I found myself groping in the 
mists of antiquity. For, suddenly, 
the old chief stooped to pick from 
the beach a dead humming bird. 


Which is about as rare to find as a 
one-armed Chinese or a satisfied 
farmer. 

As his work-gnarled finger gently 
smoothed the pathetic little morsel, 
he mentioned its same. At least, 
the Penalakut word for humming 
bird. Which, curious to relate, was 
about the only word in the Penelakut 
tongue I knew. Mainly because I had 
just recently noted it in an Indian 
folk tale written tor the Colonist by 
Mrs. B. M. Cryerstf Qiemainus. One 
at tboee polysyllabic arrangements, 
■o me thing like Ah-oeed-zobew. X 
remember thinking at the time it 
was like a sneeze. 

When I echoed the word, the old 
man smiled his approval then, to my 
surprise, told me it actually had to 
do with sneezing! 

As he explained, once upon a 
time an elk was drinking at a pool 
when a humming bin! zoomed in for 
a drink. "Leave some tor me," 
entreated the humming bird, but the 
elk went on drinking. The humming 
bind flew up one of his nostrils and 
the result was a dead elk. Trying to 
eject the feathered intruder by 
sneezing, gave the humming bird Its 
name. The early day Songhees hare 
had a similar story about an elk that 
met his Waterloo by swallowing a 
pygmy who stabbed him In the heart 
— from inside. Which, in round 
about fashion, resulted in the first 
blue jay, and in turn the first junoo. 

You may think this gravely 
uttered story of old Moses Peter, 
indicated a fundamental difference 
in the thinking of primitive and 
civilized man. But I haven't finished 
yet 

About the time I met old Moses 
Peter, there lived in Victoria (hi 
Carberry Gardens, to be exact) a 
rather large gentleman at the Poona 
type, who now and again came into 
our police headquarters to impart 
some wild suspicion. He had a thing 
about opium, and people who grew it 
in back yards. 

I said he was large, and I 
remember his taste ran to apart 


jackets loudly checked and ex¬ 
tremely hairy. 

He seemed a purposeless sort of 
individual, with a little money, until 
one'day I heard be had acquired a 
partner, a gas boat and a small 
scow. They were going up to one of 
the Gulf Islands to dig clam grit 
from a beach, and sell It in 
Vancouver far chicken scratch. 
Those snow white beaches you 
occasionally see from the terry arc 
just finely ground dam shell. 

Now as luck would have it the 
pair chose Kuper Island, anchoring 
in Clam Bay. With about 700 empty 
gunny sacks on the scow, soon they 
got to work. In the summer heat it 
was backbreaking, sweaty work but 
they persevered. Of oourse as the 
little scow settled deeper in the 
water the beach assumed the 
appearance of a trench syltem in 
Flanders. 

Mind you, this was all done 
without a by-your-ieave or a friendly 
gesture to the observant Penlalgota 
who, perched on log*, impassively 
watched the white intruders at work. 
If H hod been 75 years earlier, of 
course, they wouldn't have got the 
10th sack stuck on the scow before 
their heads would have been stuck 
on poles! 

It had been done, and on that 
very beach, the day the Euclataws 
swooped. One woman, fleeing the 
massacre, swam to Thetis with her 
small son on her back. 

However, the poultry experts on 
the scow knew nothing of this. 
Anyway, as the last sacks were 
being filled, that elder statesman 
and all round student of human 
affairs, my friend Chief Big Good 
Heart, despatched one of his lieu¬ 
tenants to Chemainus to fetch the 
Indian Agent. 

On the agent’s arrival he viewed 
the scene, then courteously enquired 
of the pair what they intended doing 
with the grit. 

“Why, sell It In Vancouver," said 
the man in the psychedelic sports 
jacket. 

“For how much?” enquired the 
Indian Agent. 

“Oh, we figure to get 32 a sack" 
was the answer. 

Came then the bed news. They 
were on an Indian Reserve and it 
was an offence, they were told, to 
remove any soil, stone or timber. 
And that went for clam grit. 
However, they had an option. They 
oould put all back on the beach, or 
pay the Indians 32 a sack. 

The moment of truth was a sad 
one. but lucidly he of the ooat could 
write a cheque. The Indians by 
holding their fire, until the last sack 
was filled, swelled the band fund by 
31,400! 

a Remember what Franz Boas 
said? Right. There is no funda¬ 
mental, etc., etc. 

Aside from this flutter in pro¬ 
perty rights, old Chief Big Good 
Hear: was mainly noted for his skilk. 
in building racing canoes. He alao 
had some' claim to fame as an 
Indian dancer. That la, the old time 
dances that tell in mimicry of the 
fox, the wolf and the grouse. 

Finally, as It does to all men, 
death called him ana evening in 
April, l$40. As close as they could 
figure, he was 86.

I? R. MICE SCUT 

The village of Bamfield , five 
miles inside Barkley Sound from 
Cape Beale , and 39 mdes down 
the Alherni Inlet from Port Ah 
berniy urns chosen as the terminus 
of the Trans-Pacific cable because 
in those days ( 1900 ) every mile 
of cable meant additional resist¬ 
ance and capacitance and , conse¬ 
quently, less working speed to the 
cable. Also it was desirable to be 
as far away as possible from men • 
made electrical disturbances and 
assay u from shipping so that the 
cable would not be fouled by 
anchors . 

As fax back as UT75 Sir Sanford FVmtog, 
chief engineer of the Canadian government, 
conceived t be idea of linking the Common wealth 
countries by submarine cable in order to provide 
a reliable, secret means of communication. It wm 
to land only on Empire territory so that it could 
be defended in time of war: hence it was called 
the All Red Route. 

The main difficulty eovimged In die system 
m the loag length of cable neede d to cover the 
vast stretch of ocean between Basnfield, on the 
west coast of Vancouver Island, and Fanning 
Island, a tiny coral atoll in ssidFacIfic almost on 
the equator It was a distance af nearly 4,000 
■tiles and wo aid require a cable Car longer than 
any other in existence. Many experts said that 
such a long cable ooidd M possibly work because 
the eleearical capacity would be ao great that no 
signals would come out ax the other end. However 
Fleming ' persevered and, Mter 25 years of 
discussion and argument, the project was 
eventa&Hy imdeisakou as a Joint project <d the 
Imperial and Empire governments. 

At a confe r enc e In June lfM, eight different 
routes were suggested, amcog them toe cna 
which was finally agreed upon: Vancouver Island 
to Fanning Island, thence to Sqva, Norfolk bland 
and Sotfliipart, Queensland, and another link from 
Norfolk Island to New Zealand. It was agreed 
fhat the cable should have a guaranteed speed of 
no less than II words (90 letters) per minrte. 

In June, 1899, HMS Surrey ship Egeria. wader 
command of Captain Smytbe, commenced taking 
■ouTuflngH between the west coast of Vancouver 
Island and Fanning Island. Before laying toe 
cable it was necessary to ascertain not arty the 
various depths, but also the nature and contour cf 
toe bottom of the ocean along toe route—where 
toe submarine mountains and valleys were ao 
that, when the cable was being laid, toe re q ui s ite 
amount could be paid out so that It would fallow 
toe contours of the bottom and avoid being 
draped from peak to peak, which would place 
undue strain on toe cable. 

In March. 1901, the government s te ame r 
Quadra surveyed the southwest coast of the 
Island for a suitable landing place. Leaving 
Victoria, she proceeded to Jordan River, where 
the foreshore was examined. From there, she 
went to Fort San Juan and, after eirnmtn fag fids 
locality, steamed into Barkley Sound. It was here 
ghat the most favorable site was found at 
Bamfield. The sea-bottom consisted of black ogbc 
devoid of rocks and toe gradual slope of the shore 
was another desirable faejnr. The final decision 
was made in Ottawa. 

Meanwhile plans were being drawn lor the 
torfvringv an toe cable station and a special 1,000 
ton cable ship, toe Colcnla, was being constructed 
to load and lay toe tong cable, tor acne other bad 
sufficient capacity to bold ao much cable.

Om Sept 17, 1902, after having takes on board 
1,900 tons of coal, the Cotonia sailed at noon lor 
Bamfield to oomraence laying the long cable. 

Two days later she landed toe shore end, 
which was heavily armoired and much thicker 
than toe deepaea cable, al Bamfield. Everything 
passed off without a hitch. The Cblnnia lay some 
400 yards offshore with a long endless rope being 
rigged between ship and shore. A Mg swivel block 
made fast to a large stump served to anchor toe 
rope which conducted the end of the king catfle to 
toe cable hut ashore. Empty barrels attached at 
intervals kept the cable afloat and, when the end 
was safely ashore, were cut adrift allowing toe 
c ab le to sink to the boStotn. 

At two o'clock hi .toe afternoon, with g 
parting salute to toe officials art shore, toe 
entente commenced paying out the cable on her 
long voyage to Fanning Island, almost 4,009 mDea 


On October 9 , 1981 , a telegraph construction 
party left Victoria on the ooastal steamer Queen 
City bound for Bamfield. It comiated of J. Wilson, 
superintendent of Canadian Pacific Telegraphs, 
Mr. Cambto, chief engineer of Canadian Pacific 
Telegraphs, Mr. Cartwright, assistant engineer of 
the Lalu Id and Railway and a Mr. Lockwood who 
was in change of (be arrangements. Why the 
pr e sence at a railway engineer was required is 
, not known. The actual oantizuctkaa was to be 
dona fcy wcnknwn who would be sent as soon as 
these preliminary arrangements bad been 
amgtisttd. 

A year later, on Sept. 12 , 1902, the new cable 
titip OoionJa arrived in Victoria with 3.S40 
nautical miles of cable on based, and proceeded 
to Esquimau far coal and supplies before sidling 
for Bamfield. 

The sections of cable from Australia to 
Fanning Island had already bean con pie lei by 
the cable to ip Anglia, and, as a cable service had 
been already established front Geest Britain ao 
Australia via the Middle Earn (called Via 
Eastern). It only remained for the section of 
cable b e tw ee n Bamfield and Fvuting Island to be 
laid to complete the globe eadrebng system af 
communications. 

Meanwhile the buildings being constructed at 
Bamfield were nearing completion. Cleartog the 
sits of huge cedar trees had been a proble m in 
Itself, and the efforts of the workmen were 
limited to toning the trees and cutting th e m «p 
Into ccrdwosd lengths far future use In toe 
hwnsiis. The stumps were Isdt In the grou n d sad. 
in many places, me still there today. One or two 
of them canoe to bandy for mooring the large 
•able ships, the wharf being too small for that 
putpoae. 

Tbs main buildtog, a large photogenic three- 
storied structure nreambling a Canadian Pacific 
hotel, mas situated cm a hilltop commanding 
panoramic views of Barkley Sound. It provided 
for not only the office and maintenance rooms, 
but also accommodation far the staff of 20 
bachelors. It was complete with hotel-tike kttoiwn 
bad nuking facilities, dinteg room with view 
windows, MUiaid room, library with open 
fireplace, music room, and it contained about 50 
seems. The bathrooms sad Mai m e rs wer e 
equipped with e l ec tric bells — presumably one 
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At this Juncture, local residents who had 
gathered to watch the historic event, were served 
refreshment* in the traditional manner by Mr. 
Me Lachlan, the superintendent of toe cable 
station. 

A little more than a month later, when It wm 
Mtttoipated that the Pacific cable would . bs 
completed in a day or so, there was an air of 
excitement in Victoria, especially when civic 
si ShnrHi es announced that « celebration would be 
bold to the Victoria Theatre to mark the historic 
event. This old theatre is still standing as tbm 
frond, Douglte Street part of the T. Eaten 
Company "tore, the Broad Street part being tbs 
old Dr-lard Hotel. 

A special program of musical Item* Inter¬ 
spersed with speeches by local dignitaries had 
been drawn up for the occasion and the band d 
the Fifth Regiment was to be in attendance. Ad 
soon an It was known that the last link of ton 
deepssa cable had been successfully completed, 
thereby girdling tbs world, there would be 
enthusiastic eekkrafiam in honor of the evswL 
The Pacific Chide Board and the CPR Telegraphs 
had consented to scad congratulatory messages 
over their lines free of cost and would, Mpmslds, 
ahteto answers Airing the course of the ininttog 

And so, at 4 pm. Nov. 1, 1902, after It bad 
been announced that the cable had to* 
c ompl e te d, the ce l e bra tions commenced. 'Tprri9ti- 
weee most eto qi wt and the Interchang e sC 
cablegrams wtto pmmtoud p tie image* toriigp 
am toe Emptoe prroohed great enthusiasm.

Early in tkm centennial year a 
survey teas made at the U nivers i ty 
of Victoria on the heroes of Cat* 
ada. The pollster* asked student 
groups to lift Mii'iAraii whom 
they co nsidered to bo naOionol 
heroes. The results were some¬ 
what surprising ut that the names 
cited «cere very mnch more ortho¬ 
dox than perhaps might have been 
imagined. The top five teen John 
Am Macdonald, Alexander Macken 
aim (the explorer) 9 Wilfrid l*air- 
ier t Samuel de Champlain and Sir 
Frederick Banting . 

Current political leaders and athletes figured 
to the ttet hut much tower, ffa pep mote figure! 
appeared mywhero. The ab s ence of cewtempor- 
ary pofitieal leaders fat Mm top five to protMHy 
not anusaal — except to very * peel si ste eian- 
stanees, for example, In the United States tetraig 
toe term of the late President Kennedy — * 
not to be expected. Politicians become heroes 
generally only after they are dead and then they 
are counted as statesmen. 

As a consequence of tbe results found to ff>s 
poll tbe inevitable query that followed was: 'How 
typical are such views? and Was this merely * 
reflection of the conservatism traditionally 
associated with Victoria? 

Certainly the .result* wre tar lass radical 
than parents, teachers and society at l*rge had 
ever assumed to be fhe case. Would there be 
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gtduxxj and the arts did very badly indeed. 
F nd aritk Banting was included a con pie of times 
— only hi Victoria was he in the top five — and 
Stephen Leacock once and fii*n ***!! down in the 
poM Gordte Howe and ‘Rocket’ Richard were 
nmnlhaud but again wHI down m the poll 
although in one Instance Gordie Have- did better 
than Lester Pearmn and ’Rocket’ Richard was 
the one athlete who had some support from 
several legions. 

What does it all prove? Maybe ft proves 
■ ofhteg at aO but this is perhens too easy and too 
superficial an answer. If anythin;? it does indicate 
tost ymmg Canadians do have heme* and that "« 
Ihe whole they are very much the heroes of (hejr 
parents. It Indicates that for a country which 
almost symbolizes in its national personality the 
anti-hero, there are latent common traditions 
which grow (ram history. 

It indicates that while regional loyalties are 
strong toe re are national figures which transcend 
t he m parochial boundaries. While ra u cous 
nationalism Is never appeal Ir* it is perhaps good 
to know that ant af our past and oar histrry we 
have figures whom we are all willing to call 
heroes.

significant is tbe Inrluste af tbe name of Louis 
Kiel.

There were now four ol us in the small cab o t 
the pickup. 

The surface of the gravel road alongside 
Buttle Lake was almost washed out in many 
piieesj making it almost impassable mid 
somewhat less than oomfortable. We made slow 
time, but eventually we reached Gold River, 
where we dropped our passengers. Then we 
continued bn to the pulp mill, where we would 
launch our boat at daybreak. 

It was still dark when we arrived at the ramp 
and we huddled In the pickup cab for a bit ct 
rest, leaving the motor running for warmth. It 
was bitterly cold outside and snow was piled on 
the aides of tic road. 

At the first light of dawn, we unloaded the 
truck, transferring the gear into the boat. We had 
a trip at about four hours ahead of us, and 
crowded as we were amongst all the equipment, 
we soon grew very cold. 

Our feet on the icy aluminum bottom of the 
boat felt numb and we were unable to appreciate 
the grandeur of the surrounding scenery. Under 
more favorable circumstances, I would have 
thoroughly enjoyed photographing the .mountain 
peaks and the waterfalls cascading many 
hundreds of feet. These same falls would be dry 
in the summer. Eagles were to be teen in great 
numbers as were the killer whales on the far 
shore. .. . 

After about.two hours, Z brought the camp 
stove out and set it on one of the seats, and 
cooked bapon and eggs as Ron kept the boat an 
course. That hot food eras more than we loom*. 
The sun was now showing above the mountains, 
promising a fine day and we felt much more 
cheerful. 

When we reached Bligh Island, we still could 
not locate the wreck through the binoculars, and 
it was not until we were within half a mile that 
the hull became visible, lying motionless like 
some great whale. 

Zt was mid-tide when we pulled alongside the 
wreck and wc oould ice much of her length from 
our boat as we cruised over her. A log boom had 
been plaoed around the hull to help contain the oil 
which had escaped when.the Schiedyk first sink. 
It appeared that the boom had had little effect, as 
all the beaches In the immediate area were 
coated with a film of oil. 

We made camp about 200 yards from the 
wreck, on Bl'gh Island. We had to take great care 
setting up camp, as every piece of driftwood, 
every log end all along the shore itself were 
covered with an oily, tarry substance. 

My wife, Maureen, says It must be only half 
as oily up there now, as I brought the other haU 
back with me on my clothes! 

After we had set up camp, I prepared my 
equipment for the dive. Hie sun was by now high 
tn the sky, with not a breath of wind, making it 
warm enough for Ron to remove his shirt as he 
rowed me the short distance to the wreck. 

I stepped out onto the still-protruding hull and 
Ron helped me with my tank and handed me the 
special underwater light as I slid slowly into the 
water. 

As Z submersed. Z could feel the lay surface 
water seeping through ray wet suit. The freighter 
was lying almost upside down, and to reach the 
bridge or the wheelhouae, I had to swim not only 
down but underneath, making me lose my 
awareness of which way was up. A sHmy film 
had already formed over the Schiedyk'a entirety. 
Tlie metal lifeboat still hung in its davit, rope 
ladders and pieces of cable were strewn in every 
direction. 

I swam through the wheel house, my bubbles 
floating up only to reach the floor, then sideways 
to esoape through some crack. Later, Ron told 
me he oould see bubbles escaping from all parts 
of the freighter I travelled from one end of the 
boat tn the other. On her stem, a large spare 
p rope Hot was bolted. Many of the doors were left 
gaping wide open at the time of the sinking, 
others were stUI padlocked. 

I swam to the under side of the hull and could 
see the tear In her plates, some three quarters of 
her length, hex stem overhanging the ledge on 


Local divers are fortunate in 
having the opportunity to explore 
many submerged vessels, as there 
are about 2 SO recorded ship¬ 
wrecks along Vancouver Island's 
rugged west coast alone, and since 
the Island is approximately 270 
miles long, this means a wreck for 
every mile . 

Hda makes good adventure story material, 
but unfortunately it is far from the truth. 

Over the years, I have had the opportunity to 
dive on a number of wrecks. Let me tell you 
about some of them. 

Off the Oak Bay Golf Course, In a depth of 25 
feet of water, lies the remains of the 50-ton 
pleasure yacht. Discovery Isle, once owned by the 
late Oapt. E. G. Beaumont. Built in Hong Kong 
about 1920, it was wrecked to 1950, will toes of 
one life. In 1957, a group of divert including 
myself located the wreck. 

It was scattered aver a large area and there 
waa nothing left of any oonaequeaoe. A large 
brass rudder, called a clam shell on acoount of Its 
shape, pieces of. teak from her bull, and other 
heavy objects were all that remained. In a space 
of seven years, in relatively calm wafers, the sea 
had almost removed sll evidence of a once proud 
yacht 

A popular spot far divers is Brotcftie Ledge, 
about a third of a mile off the Breakwater. Here 
lies the remains of the steel hulled San Pedro. 
This ship went aground many years ago and sine* 
it oould not be salvaged. It waa blown tap, as it 
waa considered a hazard to navigation. This aid 
derelict Is accessible to divers as she lies between 
20 and 90 feet deep, although there la a 
considerable current. 

At alack water, the diver may swim leisurely 
among the steel plating of her htdl, which has 
turned white over the years. This wreck attracts 
many fish of all varieties who make their homes 
in its shelter. 

Not all the sunken boats I have been an have 
been old wrecks. One such vessel was a fishboat 
which had gone aground, putting a gash in her 
hull and causing her to sink in a depth of 130 feet, 
I was called out to put lines on her for salvage. 

I am sure that one of the rules of the sea is 
that all wrecks must take plaoe in winter, when 
the weather is at its coldest. I have yet to salvage 
one in summertime. 

Winter diving sometimes has its compensa¬ 
tions, however, as the water tends to be clearer. 

At 100 feet, the boat looked like a picture in a 
atorj? book, the hull upright with a neat lade to 
her side. I rigged slings around her hull and a 
large seine boat winched her to the surface. 
During the night that she had been on bottom, a 
big ling cod had become snagged in the net on 
deck, and this fish was still there when the boat 
was raised. This is one of the few ships that 
escaped the fury of the sea after almost being 
claimed as a victim. 

There are some treasures to be claimed horn 
wreck diving, although It must be remembered 
that the ship belongs to the owner until insurance 
Is paid, and then the wreck is the property of the 
insurance company, who may then sell it for 
salvage. 

Some of the older ships have historic value 
and much harm can be done by souvenir 
collecting. However, wrecks of no value still give 
the diver the thrill ot treasure trove, whither it be 
a cracked dish or the brass ring ot a port bole. 

I remember one diver taking home a 
mysterious stone jar which was later identified as 
a hot water bottle, known as a stone pig, popular 
about 50 years ago. 
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The largest concentration of wrecks la of 
course on the west coast and each year takes its 
toil. One of the largest and meat recent is the 
Schiedyk. which went down on Jan, 4 of this year, 
off Bligh Island, tn (he Muchatot Inlet, about 20 
miles from Gold River. 

The 9,600-ton Dutch freighter, carrying pulp 
and grain was bound for Portland, Ore., when 
she struck a reef and was ripped open tor three- 
quarters of her 500-foot length. She foundered on 
tiie reef for almost 15 hours before staling and all 
40 crew members and officers abandoned ship 
without injury. The sinking of the Schiedyk was 
said to be the resuk of faulty steering 
mechanism. 

The salvage divers were flown In at once. 
Some came later by boat, by way of the west 
coast. 

After hearing of the disaster, I made two 
attempts to reach Gold River to photograph the 
sunken freighter, but both attempts fatted, once 
due to road closure because of mow and the 
second time because of a complete road washout. 
My third and successful try’ was made at the end 
of February, almost two months after the sinking. 

My partner tor this trip was Rott Simmons. 
He. supplied the transportation, both truck and 
boat Leaving late on a Friday evening in a small 
import pickup truck, we had It loaded down with 
a 14-foot aluminium boet, a 7*4 horsepower motor, 
15 gallons of gas, 3 diving tahka, a tent, two 
sleeping bags, a Coleman stove, diving bag 
c attaining my gear, underwater lights and 
camera, food for two days and many space- 
onnturning oddments such as oars, rope, life 
jackets. 

The boat overhung the back of the truck by a 
good five fret! 

Driving through the night, we rehched 
Campbell River, then set off tor Gold River, 57 
miles away. About 15 miles from Campbell River, 
we picked up a couple whose car had broken 
down on the rough gravel road. It was then about 
9 a.m. These people had taken their daughter to 
hospital in Vancouver and were on their way 
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I photographed such items as (he life buoys 
with "Schiedyk’ printed on them, and working at 
a low angle, 2 silhouetted the bridge surrounded 
by broken lines and cables. There was a great 
deal of debris, from canvas turps to wooden 
pallets, even an old mattress. I was working in 
close to photograph one of toe cargo winches and 
was upside down at the same angle as toe winch, 
when what could have been aa, unpleasant 
Incident took, place. 

It. waa here that nay regulator, behind my 
back, became entangled with a loose cable and. I. 
was trapped! 

I had no problem to breathing, but try as I 
might, I euu'-d pat free myaett. S booked my 
camera ow part of the wtoeh and removing my 
tank and taking a deep breath, i slipped out ef 
the harness of my breathing apparatus. SdD 
bolding my breath., I imtaaglad toe regulator 
from the cable. Then I again slipped any tank on 
aay back and. biting town on my mouthpiece, 
stalled breathing normally qpb, aad resumed 
my photography. 

Diving a* me is bad practice, mainly because 
or tiie safety factor. For camera smrtt, too, it has 
its drawback*. In taking pictures of objects such 
as a ship's propellor or a Mir host, size means 
little or nodrr 4 , unless you have a diver alongside 
to aa s p s w the relative measurement. 

In'aft. I made three dives on toe Schiedyk the 
two days we were there. After toe first day's 
diving, Ron bad the task of robbing me down with 
white gaaolbw. before I eould trite my suit off, to 
remove the oily substance which would soon have 1 
ruined my wet suit. 

After dinner, the tide was going out We 
pulled the boat high on the beach, feeling K would 
be safe until morning. We had now been about 36 
hours without sleep, and were glad to roll up to 
our deeping bags. Ron woke me about 3 a.m., hs_ 
had heard the boat siai H ag to pound on the 
beach. The tine had risen, so reluctantly we Irik 
the warm shelter of the tent and dragged the boat 
still higher at) (lie beach. In the prooess, tm 
managed to get ourselves covered wttfc oft again, 
and had to remove It before we oould go back to - 
rievp. 

When we finatty left for our trip home, the 
weather had turned squally and lor tom hours we 
aat .to the rain oa the boat trip back to Grid 
River, But I had seen the Scbladyfc, and was 
satisfied. 

I have beard many weird tales at wrack 
diving through the years, but |he am wtMoh 
sometimes comes to mind when I am ■rimming 
through rid had to toe darkness WU told me 
mahy years ago by a professional diver.

Have you seen Gary SrahhT" 
then moved sn into the acrid fog. Eyes watered 
continually, tears spider-webbing faces streaked 
black as coal miners. Despite the heat, labor and 
discomfort, good humor prevailed. Most worked 
silently, specking only when addressed. But Jokes 
abounded. Two young men discussed the 
American civil rights problem, swinging their 
shovels all the while. 

The worst problem was moss. The smoulder¬ 
ing growth had to.be (Beared away before shovels, 
could bite into solid earth to throw.cn the fin mas.

The deputy chief ha* 
just delivered steaming Mack coffee and 
hamburgers from an all-night restaurant. The 
food disappeared swiftly, quietly, most silent with 
their own thoughts.

All gazed frequently, mournfully, up the 
mountainside. Flames brighter than neon were 
crowning another ridge. 

Every man and youth there waa painfully 
aware that the holocaust will scar one of Vic¬ 
toria’s favorite parks for many, many years.

High Arctic Ven¬ 
ture is an illustrated ac¬ 


count of the two years 
she lived as one of three 


non - Eskimos and the 


sole white woman in the 


settlement of Arctic Bay, 
Baffin Island, 400 miles 
inside the Arctic Circle. 


As a g o v e mment-employed 
teacher she had opportunities for 
observing Eskimo life given to few 
white people. She write* about the 
life as she saw and experienced it 
and “o t the Joy at living among the 
unpretentious, decent people in a 
land of unsurpasaed beauty.” 

Mias Hinds’ book is claimed to be 
a valuable addition to literature 
about the Canadian Arctic, and no 
one can quarrel with that. She deala 
with Eskimo* aa people instead of, 
as is so often the oase, remnants of 
e quaint civilization. She found them 
Intelligent and loveable and one 
envies her close association with 
them. 

Above all, she had a feel foe'the 
land, and for its creatures aid its 
plants, and these aspects of the 
Arctic are weH oovered. 

The style of the book leaves 
much to be desired, it la too 
whimsical and too much space is 
devoted to the personal, humdrum 
side of the author'a life. At such 
tlmaa one longs for the pen of a 
Farley Mowatt. 

But one can't have everything, 
and lor those whose hunger for 
books about toe Arctic la insatiable. 
High Arctic VeaSara will be a 
welcome addition to their libra¬ 
ries.—*.

It is difficult to think of rubber in terms of gold, 
bat at tbe turn of the century, with bicycling a uni¬ 
versal craze and motoring gaining in popularity, 
demand exceeded supply and the sole source of supply 
was the giant forest regions bordering the Amazon 
River—The Rivet That God Forgot.

Jewellers, primary schools, Parisian 
milliners and luxurious private 
homos. 

Citituens sent their laundry ^to 
far-off Lisbon and imported their 
furniture from the finest ihops in 
London. Rubber tycoons used bank¬ 
notes to light their cigars and would

One of these was Julio Cesar 
Arana, a Peruvian rubber baron 
whose empire on the Putumayo 
River was built on savage cruelty to 
local Indian labor and the ruthless 
extermination of Colombian settlers. 

The sophisticated Arana, a tyrant 
to Savile Row disguise, was a 
revolting specimen of humanity, a 
power-drunk evil genius who encou¬ 
raged his overseers to torture and 
murder to order to consolidate his 
position and satisfy his greed. 

The second leading character in 
Collier's reconstruction is a young 
American engineer, Walt Harden- 
burg, who took it upon himself to 
expose these conditions and bring 
Arana to his knees. 

The bitter battle between these 
two men was fought out on the 
streets of fly-blown Amazon trading- 
posts, in the offices of small but 
influential Journals to London, and 
finally, face-to-face before a British 
g ovemment-sponsored commission 
with a brief to investigate what was 
called the “Putumayo Scandal.” 

Why did the monopoly of the 
Amazon rubber barons suddenly 
cease in 1912?

Written by three British joarnaBm Brace Page, 
David Leitch and Phillip Kaightley— The Pkilby Can* 
m piracy is an impressively researched acco— t of how 
Philby, along with Gay Burgess and Donald Mac- 
lean, systematically gave some of England 7 * and 
America's most vital secrets to the Soviet Union 
during and just after the Second World War. 


Of the three men, PtaGtay was 
undoubtedly the master mind. Once 
head of the Soviet section of British 
Intelligence in Imdan, be was also 
stationed in Washington, Where ha 
was cl os e ly a s s o ciated with the 
Central Intelligence Agency. Yet bo 
was at the same time an active 
Russian agent — and, to fact, he 
had been atone toa undergraduate, 
days at Cambridge University.

and ran into the old cemetery, to¬ 


day Pioneer Square; there were 
muggings in Coutts Way, and so 
it was nicknamed Sneak Alley, and 


the more cautious of the citizens 


stayed away from it after dark. 


The immensely wealthy Baroness was the 
most outstanding woman of the Victorian age in 
England, next to the great Queen herself. She 
founded and endowed Anglican Bishoprics in 
distant parts of the British Empire, including the 
Crown Colony of British Columbia. She sent 
00,000 to Bishop George Hills in Victoria, and a 
shipload of corrugated iron, with which be built 
the first St John's Church, on the site of the 
existing Hudson’s Bay Company, and a residence 
for himself. With her money be built Angela 
College, an exclusive girls’ school of the time. 
Anyone who was anyone, of the gentler sex, went 
to Angela College, The Baroness was always 
saying she would visit British Columbia, but she 
never got around to it. 

She was born in England In 1814, daughter of 
Sir Francis and Lady Burdett, the latter a 
daughter of banker John Coutts. Her mother’s 
sisters were the Marchioness of Bute and the 
Countess of Guildford. John Coutts’ first wife, the 
mother of his daughters, was bis brother's 
servant maid, and this caused some raised 
eyebrows. She died, and three days later Coutts 
married the actress Harriott Mellon, to whom he 
•t willed his vast estate. When he died she married 
toe Duke of St. Albans, and willed the Coutts 
estate to Angela, who promply tacked the name 
Coutts onto Burdett, and proceeded to do good 
with her money. She formed lasting friendships 
with Charles Dickens and the Duke of Wellington, 
the latter of whom she appears to have wanted to 
marry, but he insisted he was too old. However, 
Jmk^glps, they corresponded every day. 

^ The Baroness, who received that title from 
Queen Victoria, went about her busy way and 
everybody took her for a confirmed spinster. She 
lived at 1 Stratton Street, at the corner of 
Piccadilly, and there she gave dinners and 
entertainments for charitable affairs, and when 
die rode forth in her carriage crowds gathered to 
cheer her, not only for her glamor but for her 
goodness of heart. She had a staff to look after 
her charitable affairs, American-born William 
Lehman Ashmead-Bartlett being the secretary. 

In 1881, when the Baroness was 67 and he 27, 
London high society was startled by the 
announcement that they would be married. Queen 
Victoria is reported to have said the Baroness 
had become nothing but a silly old woman. 

Ashmead-Bartiel* appears to have beep a 
tittle hesitant, and suggested the Baroness adopt 
him. No, said the Baroness, they would be 
married, or everything was off. One of her sisters 
tried to talk her out of it, saying the secretary, 
because of the difference in their ages, could live 
in her mansion and It would cause no scandal. 
Angela replied that no woman, no matter her age, 
coukt take any chance on any breath of scandal 
touching her. 
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BABONEM BlTBDETT-COirrrS 
. her marriage caused a seaaattea. 


And so they were married, on Valentine’s 
Day of 3881. The Times of London gave this 
account: “The loag-talked-of marriage of the 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts and Mr. W. L. Ashmead- 
Bartlett was celebrated at Christ Church, 
Mayfair. For obvious reasons the time fixed upon 
for the wedding was not disclosed til ■ few hours 
before. 

“The ceremony was even then treated as 
strictly private, none but the nearest relatives 
and a few conditional friends being present on the 
occasion. 

'“Hie bridegroom, accompanied by Mr. 
Lacalta as his best man, arrived at the church, 
and was shortly afterwards followed by the 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts, who. upon her arrival, 
was received by her cousin. Sir Francis Burdett, 
her oonstant companion and nearest male 
relative, and her three bridesmaid*, the Misses 
Burdett, daughter of Sir Francis, and Miss Maria 
Keppell, daughter of Admiral the Hon. Sir Henry 
and Lady Keppell. The Baroness wore a robe of 
ivcry-whke satin, her head being covered by a 
lace vefl, and the bridesmaids wore pretty cream- 
white dresses. 

‘The ceremony was performed by the Rev. 
William CardaB, M.A., the incumbent, assisted by 
the Rev. Henry White, M.A., chaplain of the 
Chapel Royal. Savoy, and chapiauvin-ord inary to 
the Queen. Sir Francis Burdett gave bis cousin 
away. 

“After the marriage the wedding party 
adjourned to toe residence of Mrs. Trevanion, 
rider sister of tbe Baroness, 10. Cheater-Square, 
for tbe breakfaak which was limited to a small 
circle, Mrs. Trevanion being confined to her room 
by indisposition. (Was this the way Mrs. 
Trevanion showed her disapproval at the 
marriage? I somehow think so.) ' 

“Among those present at the luncheon were 
Sir Francis and Lady Burdett, toe Misses 
Burdett, Lady Sarah Lindsay and Miss Lindsay, 
Admiral toe Hon. Sir Henry and Lady Keppell, 
Miss Keppell. 

"Sir Algernon Bortowick, Admiral and Mrs. 
Gordon, Mr. E. Ashmead-Barlett, M.P., Mr. 
Lac aita, fhe Rev. W. Cardall and the Rev. Henry 
White. 

“Early in the afternoon Mr. Ashmead- 
Bartlett, and toe Baroness Burdett-Coutts left 
Charing Cross station by special train for 
Heathoom, on their way to Myiedon, Admiral 
Gordon's residence in Kent, where they propose 
■pending a short time in retirement." 

It was not long before Mr. Ashmead-Bartlett 
tacked Burdett-Coutts onto his name. He waa 


(hereafter known as Mr. Burdett-Coutts. He waa 
elected a Member of Commons and served there 
many yean. 

A great event In the Baroness' life came nine 
yean before her marriage, in 1872, when toe was 
made a Freeman of the City at London, toe only 
woman up to then to be ao honored, and perhaps 
toe only one in history. 

The Times of London gave this account: “The 
hon. Freedom of the City of London, with a 
complimentary address, in a costly casket of 
grid, was publicly presented to Lady Burdett- 
Coutts in recognition of her conspicuous public 
services. The ceremony took (dace In toe Guild 
Hafl. The Lord Mayor, tbe aldermen and the 
sheriffs were in their robes of office, with gold 
chains, and the common councilmen in their 
mazarine gowns. 

"The gold casket is a beautiful work of art 
and was made by Messrs. Hunt and RotoeD. 

“The body of the box is divided into eight 
panels, seven being occupied by engraved 
tableaus of acts of mercy, Teedbig the Hungry,* 
'Giving drinks to toe thirsty,' Clothing the naked,* 
'Visiting tbe captive,' ‘Lodging toe homeless,* 
'Visiting toe sick,* and 'Burying the dead.* 

"The eighth and centre panel In front bears 
toe arms and supporters of Her Ladyship, chased 
in high relief, and enamelled in the heraldic 
colors. Supporting toe box are four angelic 
figures, emblematic of Prudence, Justice, Tem¬ 
perance and Fortitude. 

“The lid, which is domed, with a scroll 
ornament at each corner, bears on the front an 
engraving of a fishing scene, end the correspond¬ 
ing panel in the beck is occupied by an appropri¬ 
ate inscription. 

“On one end Is a group of flowers and 
vegetables, and on the other a landscape with 
cattlq. The city arms and supporters hum toe 
apex of toe lid and round its edge run toe words i 
‘Let your light so shine before men that they may 
see your good works and glorify your Father who 
Is in Heaven.’ 

“Ornamental borders are Introduced fo vari¬ 
ous portions of toe box, and the inside of the 
lid bears an engraving of the front of the Colom¬ 
bia Market, which tbe Baroness founded to help 
the poor. ” 

After toe Guild HaB ceremony, “Her 
Ladyship and a few of.her personal friends took 
luncheon with ■ the Lord Mayor and toe Iaidy 
Mayoress at toe Mansion House." 

A few days later Lady Burdett-Coutts 
returned the compliment in her big home 
overlooking Piccadilly; The Times txXing: 

"The Baroness Burdett-Coutts entertatoed at 
dinner in Stratton Street the Lord Mayor and 
Lady Mayoress, and other members of toe 
Corporation of the Qty of London, 

"The company were received by toe 
Baroness, accompanied by Mrs. Brown, and 
including, besides toe officials. Lady Mary 
Sandon, Catherine, Corel teas Beauchamp, toe Ear! 
of Harrowby, Lord Sandon and otoer members of 
Her Ladyship’s family, along with toe Duke of 
Wellington, K.G., Lord-Lieutenant of the Cbuttty, 
the Bishop of London, Mr. Jackson and Miss 
Jackson, Elizabeth, Countess of Harrington, the 
Countess of Rotfaes, Mr. Waldegrave Leslie, Mrs. 
D. Smith and a few others. 

"Later in the evening the Baroness gave a 
reception and coneert.’* 

The Burdett-Coutts marriages seems to have 
been happy enough. It went through its silver 
anniversay to her death, at the age of 92, in 1906. 
Mr. Burdett-Coutts continued as MP until be died 
in London in 1921. 

The Times at London gave three full cohimre 
to the death of the Bareness, and recounted 
everyone of her known good deeds. It makes 
fascinating reading, and I have copied it out word 
for word from The Times. I could not put my 
penotl down, wondering what X would learn in toe 
next paragraph. It was written to that casual 
style, not flamboyant, but factual and dignified 
and eotoiful, as only The Times eouU do it
